Barricades of barrels and every other 
sort of liiaterial still remain across the 
avenues approaching the county build 
ings and beyond the militia with guns. 
Fixed bayonets nroeverwhare bristling. 
The police have been sent away to 
their r(!gular posts and are obtaii.in<,' 
Bonie rest. Though the general fci'ling 
is that there will be no further out 
break, tnere is no lacking of men who 
predict otherwise. • 

The physician attending Briggs Swift 
says bis condition is much improved, 
though his advanced age, 715 years, 
makes the chances of recovery le.s.s. 
!Mr. Swift, with H. llanna, was walk 
ing up Main street toward the coui-i 
house, when, at the southeast ci ru -r of 
Ninth and Main streets, the soldiers 
ordered tlieni to halt. They obeyed 
but immediately afterward a gui\ was 
discharged iu^front of tlieni, and both 
foil, Mr. Swift-shot tlirough the thigh. 
Mr^jHanna fainted from excitement. 

New York, March 30.— The quar 
rel Between Freddy Gebhardt and 
Livingstone at the Union C'hib con- 
tinues to be the topic of intercsl among 
club men. A club lueml'or, who 
claims to have been an eyewitness of 
the affair, gives tho story of the en- 
_ ^ o un ter as follows: Livingstone and 
Gebhardt had never been on the best 
of te^ms. Somo declared that tho elder 
man was envious of the notoriety ob- 
tained by his richer and more energetic 
friend, and it was reportftl that lAv 
ingstone was wont to sneer at the re- 
lations existing between Gebhardt and 
the English actress. It is true that 
the two men spoke as they pa.ssed, but 
not with that efJ'usion of cordiality 
with which one club man is supposed 
to greet a brother member. On tho 
night of tho unpleasantness Gobliardc 
wa.s standing svith a party of friends in 
tho large hall attlieuiub, saying a 
passing word before going out. Living- 
tione came stumbling outof an adjoin- 
ing room, making his way socially to- 
ward tho little group. As he ajiproach- 
ed his eyes fell upon tiebhardt, and 
turning to a friend he said: "There is 
that Freddy Gebhardt again," aiul ad- 
vancing toward the young man bo 
made a remark concerning a lady, and 
added with strong emphasis, "and you 
are a liar and a coward, sir." Geb- 
hardt's face tiushed, and with quick 
drawn breath and hands clenched he 
made one leap toward the man who had 
thus branded him. His upraised arm 
was. caught by his companions. Geb- 
hardt paused for a moment, and 
his friends exclaimeil: "Mold! Can't you 
see tho man is drunkf and with acon- 
temjjtuous glance Cli'bhardt turned 
away, and Livingstone was led from 
the hall. Had Gebhardt struck the in- 
toxicated man be would have rendered 
himself liable to expulsion. Opinions 
are divided on the subject of discijilin 
ing Livingstone. 

London, iMarcli .■iO.--Tlic remains of 
the duke of Albany havi; been [jlaced in 
a coflin covered with glass tlirough 
which the body is visible. The face 
has a peaceful look. The sculptor Paoli 
has taken a cast of the face. The Prince 
of Wales and Mr. Gladstone paid the 
duchess a visit of condolence. The 
Queen and the Princess Beatrice; have 
returned to Windsor. Tho Gn-i'lif or- 
ders the court to remain in mourning 
until May n. The same order applies 
to the war ofHco and the admirality- 
The duke will be interred in the mauso 
leuin at Frogniore. The cabinet sat, 
nearly three hours. Tho ministers wore 
in the deepest mourning. They arrang- 
ed the details of procedure in the house 
of Commons Monday, and disoussed 
tho position of General Gordon. Glad- 
stone will make a great effort to be 
■ present on Monday, and move resolu- 
tions of condolence himself. 

RoJiK, Marcli '29.- The ])ope in his 
last allocution to the cardinals de- 
nounced tho Italian violation of tho 
rights of the church, and derauiuled the 
restoration of temporal power. Ho ut- 
tered a strong pi'otest against tho judg- 
ment of the Italian courts, and imid ho 
foresaw that fresh attacks upon papacy 
were imminent, but declared he would 
iirmly uphold the rights of the holy see. 

London, March 31. — Gladstone was 
present Jg^the Hous? of Comoaons to- 
day, it^has been decided to bury the 
Duk0 o{..4lV*'*y> accordance with 
l>ia wishes, in tlie Royal vault in St.

insolvent. Counsel appealed for an order 
to wind it up.

A former treasurer is said 
to have embezzled and got oil with forty 
thousand dollars which he had charge of. 
Tha directors here are resolved to fight 
the battle to the last.

Wliat was Said and l>oii<>. 

(Tnronto Mail.) 

Ott.iw A , March 21 , 
This wan a British CoUinibia day, Sir 
Charles Tiipper introducing the icaolu- 
tions relating to the soitlement of ex- 
isting disputes and difficulties between t lie 
Dominion government niid 

iiiiiTisn i'oi,i;,Miii,v. 
The gist of the resolutions is ilml the 
iiiiiitoii government uiidurl.ike to pay out 
,^7o0,U00 for the coiisfrucliou of a seventy 
mile railway from Nanaiiiio to Kaiiuimalt, 
and to finish the graving' dock at Ksoui- 
nialt. The liritisb Oolintibia legislature 
undertake first, to convey to the Domin- 
ion lands in any part of British Columbia 
ei|U;il to twenty miles on each side of Ihe 
Canadian I'ucilic railwiiy, and secuiiil, to 
convey to the Dominion throe and one half 
million acres of land in the Peace River 
district, east of the Rockies. Sir Charles 
Tnuper stated that the coat of the graving 
dock from beginning to end woiihl \w 
.■Jlil.iOjOOO, but of that auni the Tniperial 
giivenimeut had agreed to contribule 
.$24!i,00O, leaving the outlay of Ihe gov- 
ernment for both railway and gravingdiick 
1^1,172,000, for which the Dominion re- 
ceives the acreage already mentioned. 
At i>resent the boundary line of Urili.ih 
Columbia follows tlie llockii^s for .lomi- 
distance from the boundary line between 
the I'nited States and that proviiice lint 
aa the Rockies, after passing the lifly- 
third parallel of latitude, trend rapidly to 
the west, the bouiuliiry line between the 
Doiniuion propeiiy in the Nmlh-West 
and British Columbia leavi^s llit? IJockieM 
and follows the line of longitude until 
the parallel of latitude which marks the 
southern boundary of .Alaska is reached, 
which last parallel forms I lie northern 
boundary of British Coliniibia. Il i.i this 
triangular lot of land, comprising three 
and a half million acres, which under ihe 
agreement pa.'^ses to the Dominion. It 
svill bo seen at a glance that this n-ji iii 
can be better adniinislercil from this side 
of the Rockies than from Victoria, nnd 
that therefore in the interests of good 
government it ought to belong to the fii 
ture province that will bi; be contributed 
ill the Peace River district. The land 
itself is pri.iioimeed to be of great value 
from an agricultural ])oint of view. In 
etl'ect, therefore, the lunj.'-8tandiiig dis- 
putes between British Columbia are set- 
tled by the purchase of these three mil- 
lions and a half for the aiiiii na iied. The 
British Columbia legislature on being 
called to ratify the arrangement passed 
the necessary laws by a vote of fifteen iri 
seven. Messrs. Homer and Gordon

on the grptiiid that the coal pcrant luude 
by the local bigialaturo to the railway cum 
paiiy was too valuable, that in ell'ect it 
created a monopoly of the coal busiiiesB 
in the hands of an American company, in- 
terested in an American traiiscontineiil.al 
railway, and that Esquiiiialt was mta 
good locality for a graving dock. Mr. 
Humor contended it should be built on 
the mainland and not cn Vancouver Is- 
land. ( )ii the other hand Messrs. Shiikes- 
peare and Baker contended tlitit the coal 
monopoly was a bugbear, and that the 
British government hud agreed to Esqui 
malt as the best place for the graving 
dock. It will at once be apparent that 
the Dominion govornmont lias nothing to 
do with the grant in aid of the railway 
made by the local legislature. It may be 
too great or may bo just enough. The 
local legislature is the best judge of that. 
Moreover, it came out in the course <if 
debate that a former contractor, with a 
much larger land grant, forfeited his de 
posit because he could not obtain the 
money necessary to carry on his under- 
taking of building a railway betweeu the 
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points designated. Tha only really im- 
porlunt point from a Dominion standpoint 
is whether the grant of the coal ineaauros 
is one that will affect injuriously the sue 
cess of the Canadian Pacific railway by 
increasing the cost of coal. In the bill 
jiussed by the local legislature it is pro- 
vided that the railway company shall at 
all times sell coals, gotten from the lands 
that may be acquired by them, to any 
Canadian railway company having the 
terminus of its railway on the seaboard of 
British Columbia, and to the Imperial, 
Dominion, and Provincial authorities, at 
the same rates as may be charged to any 
r.ailway company owning ur eper.itiiif; any 
railway in the L'liited States, or to any 
foreign ctistoiiuu' whatsoever. This would 
seem to protect the interests reijuired to 
be protected tu a aullicient extent to 
make the monopoly practically of little 
value. 

nil-: laiK.vr wu kat .m.U'.kkt 
i f .San Francisco is froi[ueiited by vessels 
seeking wheat freights. They bring largo 
i|uaiilitiea uf English coals as ballast, and 
thus this coal comos into close cosjiputi- 
tioki with the British Colunibia coal, San 
Francisco is also supplied with coal from 
,\uslralia and Waahitigton Territory. 
I'lider these circumstances there does not 
seem to lie any danger of the British Co- 
lumbia coal being sold to foreigners by the 
Ks(|uimalt and Nanaimo Railway Coni- 
puiiy at high rates. The price behig fixed 
by the rate to foreigners, it would seem 
that Canadian interests are well protected. 
In iulditioii, it is well known that large 
deposits of coiil are found on the west 
coaat of V^ancouvor, and also on l,)iieen 
Charlotte ialaiida. These are outaiile of 
the coal deposits which have been trans- 
ferred by the latter tu the railway com- 
pany. It will thus he seen that care has 
been exercised to prevent a inoiiupoly and 
at the same lime give the company siif- 
ticieiit valuable assets to make ihe secur- 
ing of capital an ea.sy task. The develop- 
ment of the coal industry and the coii- 
seiiuent expenditure of large sums of 
money will be of general benetit tu the 
Pacific provinces. The speeches uf the 
British Columbia reproaentutivos were 
' ni.ii ked by great moderation, and ill that 
respect, as well as in the presentation of 
their opposing views, were niodela of ex- 
' celUuice, especially aa to brevity. But 
I the house was strongly in favor of the re- 
I solutioua. The opposition tindiiig no 
grounds whatever for opposition, Mr. 
Blake could not criticize a mensiire which 
! liad been pasiied liy the local legislature 
wiilii'iil goiiii^ back on bis .ift expressed 
idea of provincial rights. Me could iioi 
au[>i)ort Air. Uoiner's amoinlmont becauao 
that atiiendiupiil proposed to relieve the 
ininiatry of responsibility and to transfer 
it to a Commission. There was nothing 
for Mr. Blake to do but to follow in the 
uak>- of llie iiiiiii.-'ter of raihv.iys. Ileat- 
t. nipted a ciiiieisni of the ro.il monopoly, 
but his only point wits that the Canadian 
Pacitic railway might bo injured by the 
m mopoly by having to pay more for the 
coal. Tins is a very feeble criticism for 
the reasons iili-. ady sel forth, and also be- 
c.iuse enormous deposits of coal have been 
discovered mi the eastern slopes of the 
Kockies, 111 situations emineiii ly til ted for 
the use of the (.'anadian Pacitic railway. 
Mr. Blake evidently felt he bail nothing 
much to urge against the resolutions, and 
labored very greatly in making even the 
poor pa int ho made.

The wrock was complcit', but tin livo.s were 
lost as liiilp WHS near at hand, Init the 
young I'rinco was iiuicib prostratud by the 
alarm, and upon hi.s rci-ovory gave tbi^ 
strictest orders to kuop socrrt the slory of 
the accideut, becaiwe hi' feared the result of 
the intoUigonce iipou the health of the 
PrinoesB. In the afternoon, whoa Leopold 
had safely reached his iipparlmonts in tbi< 
Villa Nevada, he lay down to sleep away hia 
nervousness and talked with IiIh compan- 
ion about the wreck. Leopold was un- 
usually molanclioly. Ho sat at a window 
overlooking the beatitifu! bay and ca-sting a 
sorrowful look towards the place where the 
accident occurred said, plainly, "Percival, 
I don't know why it is, but 1 have most 
gloomy forobodinj^fl that I will Inive very 
ill luck. 1 would not mind it if it :ili'ectod 
nie only; but my evil fate .secniH deter- 
mined to make iny frioiids .sliaro iny mis- 
fortunes. I believe I am doomed to bring 
sorrow and death to all those I desire 
to be with me. This feeling has 
opprensed me inexpressibly to-day, and I 
have been unable to rid myself of the 
thought that I would rather die hero than 
anywhere elao I have ever been." Per- 
cival tried to aryiio the Prince out of his 
melancholy but failed to effect his pur- 
p'ose. Leopold died in Percival's arms in 
the very room and before the very window 
where he confided to him his forebodings. 

London, April 1 — It has been ilecided 
to bury the Duke of Albany in accordance 
with hia wishes in the royal vault in St. 
George's chapel, Windsor. The ceremony 
of interment will be entirely private. 
Crown Prince Fredei'ic William of Prus- 
sia will assist at the funeral. 

Parliament has adopted resolutions of 
condolence to the Queen and Duchess of 
Albany.

l^^frcsN Prom Public BuildliiKK. 

Mr. Eraser's bill for securing better 
means of egress from public buildings, 
provides llnit all duora and gates of every 
such building shall open freely outward 
and lays down explicit directions as to the 
width of the doors. In no case shall they 
be leas than four feet in width, and where 
the main audience hall of tho building is 
on the ground level, or not more than ten 
feet above it, there shall bean additional 
fool of width for every si.xty of the larg- 
est entrance which that audience hall is 
intended to accommodate. When the au- 
dioiico hall is more than ten feet above 
the ground level there must be an addi- 
tional foot of width to each door for 
every forty of the largest audiences. 
As to the stair, stairways and passages in 
such buildings it is directed that they must 
be at loasl equal in tho width of all the 
exit doors hinding directlj' to them, that 
stairs and stairways must bo jirovidod 
with a hand rail on each side, and whore 
thoy aro more than seven feet wide with 
a hand rail as well. 

Provision is also made by wliich every 
corporation will be obliged to appoint 
some qualified ofliclal to examine all pub- 
lic buildings within its bounds, and report 
aatn thoir compliance with tho provisions 
of the act. An important point refers to 
the iiiimberiiig of o.xit-doors in city tlio- 
alres, concert rooms, lecture rooms, or 
other places of a similar nature. Thoy 
must all be numbered differently and in 
such a plain manner as to bo oasily soon 
by tho audience. Besides this, on every 
urogi amme or hand-bill distributed among 
the audience there must bo printed in 
conspicuiius typo a plan or diagram, with 
explanation, showing each such exit-door 
with its number.

But nothing 
was found besides Mr. Bastian's boots, 
which Archduke .lohn good-naturedly 
sent to that gentleman's address the 
very aame evening. To get into the dark 
closet the company had to walk around 
to a second entrance, liecause the door 
which Archduke John's contrivance had 
closed so effectually could not be open- 
i;d. The chord which he had pulled 
reached up to the top of the door frame, 
passed through several rollers to the 
u|ipfr end of lh(' folding doors, which 
closed iit one ]ju11 from the string, and 
the door IniiuUi's were fastened so that 
t\\t'.\ would not work, liaron llollen 
bach was in a very bad plight after the 
disiippearence of his friend. He re- 
jiealedly assured the crown prince that 
lie was liastian's dujie, not his accotu 
plice. 

.Mr. F)ustiaii lived hei-e for a month. 
He never returned to his lod:,dngs be- 
fore midnight and slept the whole 
morning. His landlord sotnetimes re- 
marked that his face wis painted white 
when he went out in the evening. On 
the 1 Itli insl. he returned home at 10, 
began imniediaiely packing his trunk, 
and s.iid he must start by the next 
train, because his aunt in Hanover had 
broken her leg. That was the night of 
the scene i ■ have just described. TTIs 
neighbors often heard himHrying his 
spiritualistic cj;pcriments long after 
midnight, and he was lieurd practising 
the hollow voico of ghosts. Jo thi' day 
lime he read English papers on spirit- 
ualism. Baron llellenbucli was a fro 
(juent visitor. Bastian asked the land 
liidy to send all letters that might be 
addressed to him to London.
